Please indicate the status of this application. 

The Notice of Allowance issued on April 10, 2003 and on 
May 22, 2003 applicant filed an IDS with the necessary statement 
and fee. The issue fee was paid on July 9, 2003. On July 29, 
2003, Examiner Kitov issued a communication indicating that the 
IDS would not be considered. On August 8, 2003, after explaining 
the impropriety of the refusal to Examiner Kitov in a telephone 
call, applicant filed a formal Request for Reconsideration of the 
refusal to consider the IDS. The Request explains why the 
refusal to consider the IDS was improper. On September 9, 2003, 
Examiner Kitov indicated in a telephone call that he did not yet 
have the file. To date, no response has been received to the 
Request for Reconsideration of the refusal to consider the IDS. 
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On November 12, 2003, applicant's representative called 
Examiner Kitov and his supervisor, SPE Sircus. In a telephone 
message on November 14, 2003, Examiner Kitov stated that he had 
the file and that he would consider the IDS. To date, nothing 
has been received indicating that the IDS has been considered. 

The PAIR system does not indicate that the status of 
the application has changed since it was received into "Pubs'' on 
September 16, 2003. If Examiner Kitov has done what he said he 
would do, then the indication in the PAIR system is not correct. 

It is (again) respectfully requested that the IDS be 
considered and that the application proceed to issue if the 
consideration of the IDS does not reveal anything affecting 
patentability.
